A. Your Queftion is founded upon two 
Syppolitions, .which are beth talfe. oe 
acfe fappofey thas Water when Congeard, 
‘; more Condenfe, than when Diffolv’d ; 
Whereas on the contrary it is more Rarified. 
This Suppofition was indeed the Opinion of 
the Schoolmen, but is clearly confuted by 
matter of F4@t.. For Ice of equal Dimeuifions 
with Water weighs lefs by the Proportion of 
or one ia-Dea,-as is Calculated by Mr. 
Boyle. Your Queftion again fuppofes, that 
Hailand Snow are produc’d out of the fame 
Subftratum or Matter , whereas Snow Is En- 
gender’d from thig Vapours, and Hail from 
Drops of Rain. In what manner they are 
both Generated, is without the Bounds of 
your Queftion. |

Foreign News, oc. 


London, February 16th. On Monday a Mail came in 
with the following Advices. 

Ienna, February 11th. The Emperor has refol- 

vedo yeild the upper Palatinate, to the Elector 

Palatine. The Englith and Dutch Minifters conti- 

nue their Inftances at that Court, that PrinceEngene 

may ferve in Spain, the next Campagne, wa’ 2 
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rhe fametime tis faid, that his Imperial Majefty is

retolved nor te part with hitn but to Command up- 
on the Rhine. 

Rarisbone, February 12th. The Dyet have as yet 
taken no final refolurions about the Raifing a Mil- 
lion of Rixdollars, towards the Field Cheft, nor 
about taking into the fervice of the Empire the 6000 
Saxon Horle fo often mentioned in former Accounts , 
and is not like to bring thar Affairto a good Con. 
clufion, the {ame bein oppoted by fome of the 
Chief Members of the Empire, 

Neufchatel, February 14th. Qdur affairs are not 

" yer come fo nigh to a Conclufion,as it was thoughr, 

bur are like’to be put off rill the next meeting of the 
Swifs Cantons, which is to be held the next Month. 
‘The P roject by them agreed upon, Concerning the 
Newrraliry between this State and the Country of 
Burgundy, has been Communicated to all the 
Cantons, fome of which have {ent their Intentions 
ro the Deputics who have not yet made the fame 
Publick, becaufe rhe Authors have nor yet received 
their anfwere The Magiftrates of Bern had chought 
fir ro make fome Additions ro this Project and caufed 
the Deputies to infert therein, that the Principality 
of Neufchatel makes part of the Helvetick Body, 
and ought to enjoy the Quiet and Neutrality, 
as the re{t of the Swifs Body, and thar, by Vertue 
of perpetual Peace, berween France and rhe Swifs- 
Cantons. But the Popifh Cantons oppofed the fame, 
alledging, that thefe Additions were now new in- 
cidents, of which the Cantons had no Information ; 
and that they would wait for the Anfwer. In the 
mean tine Copies of this New Project are Ordered 
to be Cemmunicared to all the Cantons. 

Bur on the other hand, the report we had of the 
Great Preparations, the French are making at Dun- 
kirk and thereabours, for a Deicent, is Confirmed. 
But whether it is defign’d upon England or Holland, 
is not knewn ; and two Regiments are Marchr our 

-of Mons for Spain, which are to be followed by 
other Troops of the Conquered Towns, tothe Num- 
ber of 16000 Men, the French being relolved to Act 
Offenfively in that Country, and as tis faid, Defen- 
lively in klanders. 

Hague, February 24th. Lieutenant General Hern, 
Collonel Richards, and other Officers, are come 
hither from Spain. The Succours from [taly are nor 
as yet arrived at Barcelona, On the 21ft paft, the 
Englith and Dutch Fleet made a Landing at Caglia- 
ri. The Kingdom of Sardinia had fubmirred to the 
Obedience of King Charles the Third. Porto Her- 
cole -has Surrendred to the Imperialifts, but Porto 
Longone and Capo Naniary hold our ftill for King 
Philip. : 

Paris February 20th. A Squadron of 9 Men cf 
War from 50 to 70 Guns, 15 fitted our at Breft, and 
another of 14 from 40 to 50 Guns is Equipping at 
Uunkirk, and both will be ready ro pur to Sea a 
Month hence, but upon what Expedition is not 
known ; Befides they are alfo fitting our $ Men of 
War at Thoulon. |
